d e n t of Covina, died at h i s h o m e a t 
Ocean P a r k on T u e s d a y a t 11:30. 


Mr. Baldrldge was b o r n In S e n e c a 
county, N e w York, D e c e m b e r 21, 1826, 
a n d h a d r e a c h e d t h e r i p e old a g e of 
86 in full possession of h i s faculties, 
a n d w i t h m u c h physical vigor. F o r a 
few d a y s only he h a d b e e n slightly in­ 
disposed, a n d t h e e n d c a m e 
s u d d e n l y 
a s a giving away of t h e vital 
forces,

to S a n J o s e , a n d t h e r e 
engaged 
In 
farm labor, etc., until m e next spring, 
w h e n he again s t a r t e d for tho mines, 
but t h e Woods t h e n 
prevailing 
com­ 
pelled his a b a n d o n i n g t h e project. 


H e 
then 
r e t u r n e d 
t o N e w 
York 
s t a t e via t h e s t e a m e r route, and from 
1855 to 1857 w a s engaged in mercan­ 
tile pursuits in Waterloo, N e w York. 
W h i l e in Waterloo, in 1854, h e mar­ 
ried Miss Elizabeth Garrison. S h e died 
In 1857. 


T h e financial crisis of 1857 compell­ 
ed Mr. Baldridge to s u s p e n d h i s mer­ 
cantile pursuits, a n d after closing up 
his affairs he found himself with little 
or no m e a n s . H e then c a m e t h e sec­

A Sure Way To Tell. 


That old slogan, "Watch UH Grow," has been very much over­ 
worked by towns large and small. 
People in the community who 
watch too closely, get peevish at the seemingly slow progress of a 
town. 
Often, we hear a merchant make a remark about how dead 
the town is. Towns do not grow like mushrooms unless they are 
surely destined to die like mushrooms. 


This week, in Covina, the schools opened for the winter term. 
Only a few years ago we built a $00,000 high school, find there were 
those who grurriblcd"bc;cauBc we built such a large building. 
On the 
opening of school, w e find thifuyear that there are twenty more 
scholars than there are scats provided. A makeshift provision to 
accommodate these scholars is in progress. 
Unless the valley stops 
growing in population, another building must be provided, or exten­ 
sions made to the present building. 


The grammar schools have none too much room. New families 
constantly moving in, and new scholars coming from old families, 
have pushed the school system until it is a problem. 


So it is all over Southern California. 
The building of new store­ 
rooms does not mean always that a community is growing. The 
•erection of big blocks of brick or granite may not mean that the city- 
is experiencing a healthy growth. 
The building of new churches 
has nothing to do with the growth of a community. 
But the school 
c*nsus and |)Ostoffice receipts show exactly where the valley is trend­ 


ing. 
The Covina valley i.s growing faster than the school trustees 
expected it to. Our growth is healthy, and it is rapid. 
We must 
make all our plans accordingly. 


Lark Ellen Boulevard. 


The new macadam road from CypresH avenue in Covina, to the 
Puente boulevard on the south, will be completed in 120 days, accord­ 
ing to the hoard of supervisors. 


This road bisects the upper San Gabriel valley. Jt connects two 
great main-traveled thoroughfares. 
It opens up a great farming 
area, a walnut, alfalfa and citrus section that hitherto has depended 
on rather poor dirt roads. 


The portion of it that is built through the country contiguous to 
Covina is now called Lark Ellen street, in honor of Ellen Beach Yaw, 
the famous prima donna soprano, whose home is on this street. 


The road from end to end should be named "Lark Ellen boule­ 
vard," in honor of this sweet and womanly genius of country-wide 
.fame. 
The name will appeal as irinch to the people on the south of 
Covina,- as to thGt"houut (folks" of Madame* Yaw.

A committee made \ip of ranchers is the 
most potent that, can be formed. 


We look with confidence toward this organization for the solving 
of a number of our public problems this year. It is true that the club 
has hitherto confined itself largely to cultural questions. But there 
are public questions that concern the rancher just as much as.ques­ 
tions of the fertility or sterility of the soils. 
The city and country 
will he glad to get behind this strong organization in any public work 
.'it may attempt.
